The Southern Pacific Company has 
just completed at Los Angeles one 
of the most remarkable commissaries 
in the world. 

It is dust-proof and fly- proof. The 
Sun can never touch the perishables, 
Provisions are weighed, iced, sorted 
and issued without once having been 
touched by human hand. Liquids are 
‘delivered in sealed glass containers 
and cream is moved in gallon tins 

t, once used are thrown away, 


oO hus insuring dining car patrons a- 


Product free from contamination. It 
boasts a humidor, measuring ten 
by four feet with a capacity of 40,- 
000 cigars. And in its sanitary 
protection, there is even provided a 
special concrete-lined refuse room, 
where garbage, pending incinera- 
tion, is immediately placed under 
refrigeration. 

One hundred thousand dollars 
went into this commissary, which is 
located two blocks south of the Ar- 
‘cade depot. The center of the 
buiiding is one story in height, the 
south end, two stories. (Covered 
platforms surround the entire struc- 
ture.. They are provided with wa- 
ter, compressed air and steam—the 
three big factors in preserving the 
spotlessness of the place. At the 
Tear, are five tracks whereon the 
dining car, returning at the end of 
each trip, are cleaned, scoured and 
scrubbed. Water- steam and com- 
pressed air, with which’ the tracks 
are equipped. are used in giving the 
big cars their baths and lest any 
‘dust escape to the platforms, 1 
uum cleaners are used. 

.,48 soon as the diners arrive, 
‘they are. at..onee. placed on these 


tricks and inspected before the 


crews leave. Perishables are re- 
moved, ice boxes and lockers thor- 
oughly cleansed, ahd all kitchen 
utensils, such as coflee urns and 
filters, are taken away to be steri- 
lized. 

The general plan is so arranged 
that commodities move always in 
‘one direction from receipt to deliv- 
ery. The issue of supplies from this 
commissary, alone, aggregates be- 
tween $40,000 and $50,000 in pur- 
chases a month. And this figure 
applies only to the southern district, 
which extends from Los Angeles 
north to Fresno and Santa Barbara, 
and south as far as New Orleans. 

All purchases are made locally, 
where possible, this being in line 
with the company’s policy. In this 
connection, the company always aims 
to furnish the first products of the 
season, especially fruits. Southern 
Pacific diners yearly carry the first 
canteloupes from Imperial Valley 
and the first’ figs from Idaho. © 

Combined with the big kitchen, 
which is directed by Mons Doriel, a 
widely known chef, there is a cook- 
ing school where the dining car 
cooks are given a chance to show 
their individuality in the final pre- 
paration and serving of stock mate- 
rials. Meats go from the diners in 
especially constructed, highly elum- 
inized and covered trucks. The 
grocery room, refrigerators, linen 
rooms, main offices and assembly 
rooms for the crews all boast uni- 
que features. 

The exterior.of. the building ie 
thoroughly in. keeping with the in- 
terior in sanitation and cleanliness, 
the moral effect of cleanliness on 
the crews not having been over- 
looked by Superintendent Allan Pol- 
lok of the dining car, hotel and 
restaurant department. Working in 
an atmosphere of cleanliness, they 
maturally maintain a higher stan-. 
dard of carefulness, themsetves.

Pastor Russell preached today from 
the text. “Woe unto you, lawyers! for 
ye have taken away the Key of Know]- 
edge: ye entered not in yourselves, and 
them that were entering in ye hinder- 
ed.”—Luke 11:52. 

The word lawyer in New Testament 
usage, the Pastor began, has a ‘very 
different meaning from our usage. It 
applied to those religious teachers of 
the Jews who made special professions 
of sanctity of heart and earnest desire 
to know God's will and to teach it. 
Today the corresponding class are des- 
ignated ‘Doctors of Divinity, 

It was customary amongst the Jews, 
the speaker continued, that lessons 
from the |.uw and the Prophets should 
be read duily in the 8ynagogues. The 
people were thus familiar with the let- 
ter of the Scriptures, The majority 
of them were illiterate; for educa- 
tional facilities then were not what 
they are now. Consequently only a 
few claimed’ to have knowledge of the 
spiritual part of the Law and Prophets. 
These were chiefly of the literary and 
wealthy classes. To these the com- 
mon people looked for guidance. 

The people were hungry for the Mes. 
sage which Jesus brought. The na- | 
tion would have gone over pempey ee  es 
, to Jesus if the Doctors of the Law had 
given the word. Moreover, Jesus’ 
teachings harmonized the Law and the 
Prophets, arer which the Scribes and 
Pharisees and the Sadducees long had 
disputed. Had these Doctors of the

Law been as hungry for Truth as were | 


; the people, undoubtedly their differ. 
ences of interpretation of Scripture 
would have speedily disappeared in the 
light then shining upon the Bible 
through the Holy Spirit, Jesus and His 
Aposties being Jehovah's mouthpieces. 

The Pastor then drew a parallel be- 
tween the Jewish Age and its Harvest 
and the Gospel Age and its Harvest.

As the Jewish Doctors of Divinity 
carried no such burdens, neither do | 
Christendom's Doctors of Divinity. In| 
private they acknowledge that they | 
carry no such burdens.
